Elmer John Schamel, Lloyd Scha- 
mel, 9 years old, died in extreme 
pain of acute gasttitis similar to 
that which later afflicted Elmer 
and “Ed” Brinley. The grand jury 
investigation showed the Schamel 
boys and Brinley were but three 
of 17 persons who.died sudden'y 
after Mrs. Gifford had _ treated 
them as a volunteer nurse. 
Brinley died May 16, 1927, aft- 
er being taken into the Gifford 
house when intoxicated. Mrs. Gif- 
ford went to Pacific and bought 
a drug, and a few hours later, 
Brinley was writhing with acute 
abdominal pains. He died that 
night. 
Dr. W. H. Hempker of Cata- 
wissa, who was called in to treat 
Brinley, wanted a post-mortem 
held. He also had wished a post- 
nortem in the case of the two 
Schamel children. But Mrs. Gif- 
fords’ anger, on the one hand, and 
the reluctance of relatives to force 
an autopsy, on the other, de- 
terred Dr. Hempker from demand- 
ing an inquiry into the causes of 
death. Brinley’s death certificate 
read: “Acute unknown disease— 
contributory acute gastritis of un- 
known cause,” The certificates of 
the two Schame!l boys read: “Acute 
gastritis of unknown cause.”’ 
Brinlevy'’s body was embalmed bv 
John Thiebes Jr., undertaker of 
Pacific, Mo., who assisted Coroner 
Dewhirst with the exhumation. A 
witness at the Coroner’s jury to- 
day testified that Mrs. Gifford, fol- 
lowing Brinley'’s death in a bed- 
room in her house. made arrange- 
ments with a Catawissa undertaker 
tc bury him. His widow, how- 
ever, from whom he. had _ been 
estranged, had the body removed 
by Thiebes and embalmed.

Great Britain's possessions in the 
West Indies also were hit by the 
gale, the Leeward Islands _ report- 
ing a death toll of 63. 

Montserrat reported 25 dead and 
50 injured. Medical stores, food 
and clothing were being sent there 
from Antigua which reported no 
loss of life.

MOST OF CAR LINE 
UN VANDEVENTER 


Public Service Co. Would 
Run Busses Instead of 
Trolleys From Chouteau 
to Natural Bridge. 


The Public Service Co. today dis- 
closed plans to abandon the Van- 
deventer street car line, from 
Chouteau avenue to Natural 
Bridge, and to-replace the trolleys 
with motorbusses, subject to ap- 
proval by the State Public Service 
Commission. 

Economy is the reason advanced 
for the change. Company officers 
said the Vandeventer line has ney- 
er been a paying proposition, and 
the company is not willing to pay 
out $200,000 for relocating the 


tracks and for paving in the newly 
widened gection of Vandeventer 
avenue from Market _ street to 
Washington boulevard. 


Bus Schedules Not Given. 
The schedules on which buses 
would operate north of Chotteau 
was not mentioned. Patrons of the 


Vandeventer line have complained 
frequently of the age and scarcity 
of the trolley cars. 

The Vandeventer line now runs 
from Magnolia avenue, at ‘Tower 
Grove Park. on the south, to Nat- 
urual Bridge avenue, at Fair- 
grounds Park, on the north. lUn- 
der the company’s plans, the tracks 
north of Chouteau would *e torn 
up. South of Chouteau avenue, 
the tracks would be used in an 
extension of the Sarah etreect car 
line, which now stops at Chou- 
teau. 

At a hearing today before the 
Board of Public Service on the 
paving matter, Oswald Owens, at- 
torney for the Public Service Co., 
disclosed its plans for abandon- 
ment of the Vandeventer line. He 
pointed out that the City Plan 
Commission in 1920 had recom- 
mended that the Vandeventer line 
be dropped for lack of patronage, 
due to its being too close to the 
Grand and Sarah street car routes. 

The city has arranged to pave 
the widened portion of Vandeven- 
ter avenue with granite blocks at 
a cost of $142,000, 25 per cent of 
which will come out of bond issue 
funds, the balance being paid by 


property owners. The Public 
Service Co. would be obligated to 
pay about $70,000 of the paving 
bill and $130,000 more for removal! 
of its double tracks to the middle 
of the street. 

In the event the tracks are torn 
up the city will pave with aspha!rt, 
which will cost less than granite 
blocks.

Other cities and towns reporte 
they had relief measures for their 
immediate vicinities well under 
way already. 

Despite the staggering bluw sus- 
tained by the island's inhabitants, 
they were determined today to 
Start over again and build anew 
on the rich soil which has been 
tre basis of Porto Rico's wealth. 

The island was virtually de- 
prived of two crops which normal- 
ly provide income during the “dead 
season,” the period between sugar 
crops, Both the coffee and citrus 
fruit crops which would have pro- 
Vided $15,000,000 income, largely 
during the next four months, were 
nearly wiped out. Some coffee may 
be saved.

She refused to give her 
hame and brought with her a tele- 
gram. Police said the telegram 
was from Hurst's wife in Holly- 
wod.

Crowd in Chicago Rail Yard. 

At Chicago a crowd of 2000 or 
more hardy souls braved the ter- 
rors of a railroad yard at night to 
see the candidate and cheered him 
on his way. Dazzling white flares 
enabled them to get a good look 
at the candidate. It was mostly a 
neighborhood crowd, for the news 
had been sent on ahead that Smtih 
would make no speech in Chicago 
on this trip and the railroad people 
had discouraged entrance to the 
yard.

Awakened at Midnight dy Cheers 
of Crowd in Iowa.

In the trainyards of West Side 
Chicago last night several party 
leaders reported prospects for Gov. 
Smith in Illinois and Wisconsin in 
November. 

A crowd which stayed up late 
sroused him from bed after his 
train had crossed the Mississippi 
and come toa halt just before mid- 
night at Clinton, Ia., the first stop 
after the suburbs of Chicago. The 
two rear cars, occupied by the 
Governor and those in his imm+d- 
late party, were dark, indicating 
that all had retired, but cha-rs 
from the Platform, and the sound- 
ing of automobile horns brought 
a flashing on of lights. 

In a minute or two Smith was 
out on the rear platform, an over- 
coat over his pajamés, and his 
brown derby affording him protec- 
tion from the chilly night aur. 

His appearance stirred another 
wave of cheers, as he leaned over 
to shake hands with those who 
wished him luck. Mrs. Smith 


waved greetings from a car win- 
dow, 


Gilbert M. Hitchcock, former 
Senator from Nebraska, and Mrs. 
Hitchcock are accompanying the 
Governor's party as far as Omaha.

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JUDGE DISSOLVES. 
WRIT AGAINST CAR 
LOOP ON FRANKLIN 


Decision Permits City and 
Trolley Company to Go 
Ahead With Work Held 


Up by Commission Men. 


Circuit Judge Falkenhainer to- 
day dissolved the injunction against 
construction of a street car loop in 
the triangular plaza at Franklin 
avenue, Third and Fourth streets. 
The decision permits the city and 
the Public Service Co. to go ahead 
with the work, which has _ been 
held up sine Aug. 29, when a tem- 
porary restraining order was issued 
on the petition of Commission Row 
merchants and the Wabash Rail- 
road. 


The judge, however, granted an 
injunction to prevent construction 
of a proposed curb, six or eight 
inches high, about the _ looped 
tracks, and forbade construction 
of a platform for passengers. 

Judge Falkenhainer held that 
the law had been substantially fol- 
lowed in the provisions made by 
the Boar dof Public Service and 
the Board of Aldermen for the pro- 
posed work, and that the Public 
Service Co. had legally acquired 
the right to lay its tracks, hence 
that an injunction should not be 
issued against the exercise of that 
right. 

The street space has been taken 
for public use, the Court ruled, 
and therefore must be kept open 
to all traffic, and not obstructed 
by such obstacles as the proposed 
curb and platform, which would 
be for the sole use of the street 
car company and its customers at 
that point. 

Conflicting business interests 
were involved, and political impli- 
cations were charged, in the loop 
controversy. Commission Row 
realty owners and Wabash §srail- 
road argued that the car tracks 
would interfere with their vehicu- 
lar business and decrease the value 
of their property. Merchants on 
Franklin avenue, between Fourth 
and Ninth, intervened on the city's 
side, because the stoppage of con- 
struction work left the street in a 
torn-up condition which interfered 
with business. 

Daniel Bartlett, attorney for the 
commission men, charged that 
“Bob” Kratky, Mayor Miller’s for- 
mer campaign manager, had used 
political influence’ in support cf 
the loop plan in order to compel 
removal of Commission Row to 
Chouteau and Compton avenues, 
where clients of Kratky are pro- 
moting a $2,000,000 market plan. 
Also, the removal of Commission 
Row to Chouteau avenue would 
give the Missouri Pacific an ad- 
vantage in its freight traffic, such 
as the Wabash enjoys at the pres- 
ent location. 

Attorney Bartlett said today that 
he would have to consult: his cli- 
ents before announcing the next 
step to be taken, if any. He said 
the ruling against a curb did not 
satisfy him, as his clients were 
against the loop with or without 
a curb.

SCHMID RETIRES 
FROM THE COUNTY 
RACE FOR SHERIFF 


Action Follows Grand Jury 
Criticism of G. O. P. 


Nominee’s Conduct as 
| Recorder of Deeds. 


Arthur W. Schmid, Recorder of 
Deeds of St. Louis County, whose 
official acts were criticised by the 


special county grand jury in its 
report Saturday, today announce] 
his resignation as Republican nom- 
inee for Sheriff of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. The Republican County Com- 
mittee met immediately and named 
former Deputy Sheriff Al Lill as 
the nominee in place of Schmid. 

Schmid issued a public state- 
ment in which he said he quit the 
race upon repeated urging by his 
parents, who want him to forsake 
politics for a business career. 

He resides with his parents in 
Clayton. His father, David Schmid, 
is vice president of the St. Louis 
County Bank. Schmid has been Re- 
corder of Deeds since 1920, filling 
out an unexpired term and being 
elected to two four-year terms. His 
present term expires in 1931. Be- 
fore going into public office, he 
was a title abstractor. 

In its report Saturday the granc 
jury condemned the soliciting of 
campaign contributions in Schmid s 
office, and declared there was evi- 
dence that such contributions were 
used in the purchase of an altto- 
mobile for the Recorder. The jury 
declared illegal the Recorder's 
practice of charging an extra fee 
of 25 cents for immediate record- 
ing of instruments, and suggested 
prosecution if the practice is not 


stopped. 
A suit contesting Schmid’s nom- 
ination for Sheriff is pending at 


Clayton. It was filed by his chief 
opponent in the primary, Marshall 
B. Peterson, former Mayor of Webd- 
ster Groves and foreman of the 
Federal grand jury. Jfri- 
cial returns gave Schmid = 12,122 
votes and Peterson 10,866, but Pe- 
terson charged fraud. In view of 
the closeness of the race, Peter- 
son’s friends think he should be 
named as the nominee instead of 
Lill. 

Lill served as Deputy under 
Sheriff John Willmann, and_=- in 
1924 sought the Republican nom- 
ination for Sheriff, but was  de- 
feated by the incumbent, Albert A 
Wilmas. Lill is now Police Judge 
in Maplewood and chief deputy 
under County Treasurer Deuser. 
He lives in Maplewood. 

The Republican nomination 
usually equivalent to election §§ in 
the county.

Patrolman Thomas Hale of the 
police “rum squad” doesn’t know 
his “home brew” if the result of 
a test made in the trial of a tiquor 
violation in the Court of <rmnal 
Correcton today is indicative of 
Hale's ability as a detector of af- 
coholic odors. , 

In making affidavit for a search 
warrant, which was served on “mii 
Reis, a saloonkeeper, 430 Wilming- 
ton avenue, Sept. 5, Hale attesi*d 
that he smelled home brew in the 
vicinity of Reis’ saloon. 

“And we got 30 pints of it and 
some whisky, alcohol and wine be- 
sides when we raided Reis’ plavc>,” 
Hale testified. 

“Very well, smell eoch of these 
glasses and tell me what the con- 
tents are,” directed Attorney 
Schneider, counsel for Reis.

COUNTERFEITING 
PLANT FOUND I 
MISSOURIPRISON 


Molds for Making Bogus 
Half Dollars and Brass 
Tokens Discovered on 
Two Convicts. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 18.— 

Operations of a counterfeiting 

plant inside the Missouri peniten- 

tiary which was turning out coun- 
terfeits of half dollars and of the 


brass tokens used by the convicts 
instead of currency inside the pris. 
en, are being investigated by peni- 
tentiary offivers and representa- 
tives of the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice, it was learned this 
afternoon. 

Two moids, one for making haif 
dollars ang the other for coun- 
terfeiting the brass tokens, were 
seized by prison officers from 
Louis Goza, St. Louls convict, and 
Charies L. Kimball, Lexington, and 
the twe men are held in close con- 
finement pending further inquiry. 

Circulation of the counterfeit 

coins was discovered severa] days 
ago and the equipment seized, but 
the discovery was suppressed by 
penitentiary officers in an unsuc-* 
cessful effort te trace an accom- 
plice eutside the prison who was 
thought te have been passing the 
counterfeit half dollars. A prison 
employe was under surpicien it 
was said. 
- Ne estimate of the number of 
the counterfeited half dellars 
turned out was available, prison 
officera said, but the amount was 
placed at 2000 or§ more. Several 
of the bogus brass tokens were 
found in circulation within the 
prison, but it is net known how 
many ef them were molded. 

Cc. L. Lane, assistant yardmaster 
of the prison, said he found the 
two melds en Gesa and: Kimba!l, 
and said the twe men admitted the 
counterfeiting eperations wher 
questioned. Lane said several 
counterfeit half dollars were found 
in their posseasion. 

The twe men were carrying the 
molds back and forth from their 
cells te the prisen rock quarry, 
where they worked, to prevent 
them being found in cell inspec- 
tions, and carried on their opera- 
tions both in their ceiis and in the 
quarry, Lane said. Metal was ob- 
tained from the prison machine 
shop. The counterfeit half dellars 
were fairly good imitation, and 
would not be detected upon casual 
inspection unless drepped on a 
solid surface, Lane said.

I wish to lay down the proposition that the very prerequisite, 


the very foundation, of economic progress 


to our industrial and 


business employes is full and stable employment. 


A continued surplus of unem- 
ployed workers means decreas- 
ing wages, increasing hours and 
fear for the future. To protect 
labor, to maintain its prosperity, 
to abolish poverty, we must so 
organize our economic system as 
to provide a job for all who have 
the will to work. . Full employ- 
ment depends not only upon a 
strong and progressive economic 
system but upon the sound poli- 
cies of and the vigorous co-op- 
eration by the Government to 
promote economic welfare. 
Labor in its collective’ ef- 
forts has contributed greatly to 
the maintenance of proper 
wages and to improved condi- 
tions of labor. But collec- 
tive efforts has contributed 
greatly to the maintenance of 
proper wages and to improved 
conditions of labor. But collec- 
tive bargaining cannot overcome 
the forces that make for unem- 
ployment. I, for one, am willing 
to trust the proved ability of 
employes to take care of their 
rights if there is employment to 
be had. And our workers as 
citizens at the ballot box have a 
large part in the determination 
of these economic policies. The 
problem of insuring full work 
all the time is a problem of na- 
tional concern. It is one to 
which government must give its 
attention. It is one which gov- 
ernment may contribute to solve- 
Behind every job is a vast, in- 
tricate and delicately adjusted 
system of interlocked industries 
dependent upon skilled leader- 
ship and upon finding a market 
for their products at home or in 
foreign lands. The _ forces of 
credit, communications, trans- 
portation, power, foreign rela- 
tions and what not, must all #& 
kept in tune if steady employ- 
ment is to be assured. A failure 
in any part imposes a penalty 
upon labor through unemploy- 


‘ ment. 


Break this chain of relation- 
ship at any point. and the whole 
machine is thrown out of order. 
Close down a New Jersey factory 
because of inadequate transpor- 
tation or inadequate tariff and 
its effect is felt by the New Jer- 
sey truck farmer. Cease export- 
ing automobiles to South Amer- 
ica’ or Europe, and automobile 
workers are thrown out of em- 
ployment in Michigan. The suf- 
fering does not stop there. It 
only begins. The steel mills 
slacken in Pennsylvania and In- 
diana. The mines employ fewer 
workers at Lake Superior. And 
every farmer in the United 
States suffers from the dimin- 
ished purchasing power and en- 
forced stringency in thousands 
of homes. 

The Party and Labor. 

The modern relationships of 
government and industry are a 
tangled mass of economic and 
social problems. They are neither 
abstract propositions nor _ statis- 
tics. They are very human 
things. They can make for the 
happiness of every home in our 
country. 

The Republican party has per- 
formed unparallelled service to 
the employes in our commerce 
and industry throughout its his- 
tory and notably during the past 
seven and a half years. Continu- 
ous employment and prosperity 
of labor depend upon the con- 
tinuance of those policies. It is 
these wider issues of govern- 
mental responsibility in laying 
broad and deep foundations of 
employment that I wish to dis- 
cuss tonight. The Republican 
party recognizes this responsi- 
bility. Proof of this rests upon 
its actual record of accaomplish- 
raent. That record can be tested 
by examination of the situation 
of labor in the country today. 

‘When we assumed direction of 
the Government in 1921 there 
were five to six million unem- 
ployed upon our streets. Wages 
and salaries were falling and 
hours of labor increasing. Anx- 
iety for daily bread haunted 


nearly one-quarter of 
000 families. 

The Republican administration 
at once undertook to find relief 
to this situation. At once Na- 
tion-wide employment confer- 
ence was called. It was made 
up of representatives of both em- 
ployers and employes. I had the 
honor to be chairman of that 
conference. We set up a pro- 
gram for the systematic orguni- 
zation of the whole _ business 
community to restore emplcy- 
ment. By means of immediate 
institution of public works. the 
extension of financial aid to in- 
dustry during the critical period 
of readjustment, by co-operation 
of employers, and by a score of 
other devices, we started the 
wheels of industry turning again. 
We did not resort to the expedi- 
ents of some foreign countries, 
of doles, subsidies, charity or in- 
flation—all of which in the end 
are borne by the people. 


our 23,- 


Increased Employment. 

Within a year we restored 65,- 
000,000 workers to employment. 
But we did more, we produced a 
fundamental program which 
made this restored employment 
secure on foundations of pros- 
perity. As a result wages and 
standards of living have during 
the past six and a half years 
risen to steadily higher levels. 
This recovery and this stability 
are no accident. It has not been 
achieved by luck. Were it not for 
sound governmental policies and 
wise leadership, employment 
conditions in America today 
would be similar to those exist- 
ing in many other parts of the 
world. None of the larger coun- 
tries engaged in the Great War 
have as yet restored full employ- 
ment. Doles to the idle and 
other devices of desperation still 
exist abroad. 

There have been assertions of 
wide unemployment at the pres- 
ent time. There was a tempo- 
rary dip of employment last win- 
ter. From this we are now rap- 
idly recovering. Its causes were 
local and tempofary. They were 
the combined effect of the Mis- 
sissippi flood, a great shift in the 
motor industry, and the collapse 
of real estate speculation. An 
accurate survey of the Depart- 
ment of Labor showed that even 
including the usual winter sea- 
sonal unemployment, about l1,- 
800,000 employes were out: of 
work as contrasted with five to 
six millions in 1921. During the 
past two months there has been 
a higher record of production 
and consumption of goods than 
during corresponding months of 
any previous year, There could 
not be such a record unless em- 
ployment was steadily recover- 
ing. 

Real Value of Wages. 

There are two industries which 
have only partially recovered to 
our general industrial prosperity. 
They are the bituminous coal and 
textile industries. Here the dif- 
ficulties of recovery from over- 
expansion during the war have 
been increased by a duplication 
of part of both industries in the 
Southern States. They have 
also been affected by changes In 
use of textile on one hand and 
by the increase of electricity on 
the other. We have a duty to 
continue effort to their full re- 
covery by every assistance that 
the Government can afford. This 
wlll be carried forward diligently. 


Despite these rare exceptions, 
the average of real wages are 
higher today than ever before. 
And the arduous hours of labor 
have decreased. We ‘an easy 
prove this. As ea standard of 
comparison let us take the pur- 
chasing power of wages in 1913 
or before the war. In purchas- 
ing power we consider both the 
dollars and the cost of Nving. 
Taking this standard we shall 
find that real wages at tne heigh’‘ 
of the war inflation were about 
30 per cent over 1913. Despite 
the great after-war slump they 


have risen until today they are 
over 50 per cent greater than be- 
fore the war. Viewed in another 
way, while the cost of lwing to- 
day is about 60 points on the in- 
dex above pre-war, wages are 
127 above. Parallel with this in- 
crease in real wages the average 
hours of labor have steadily de- 
creased. 

Moreover our real wages and 
Our standards of living are the 
highest in the world. And I am 
again speaking of the real buy- 
ing power of wages. To com- 
pare Ours with foreign wages we 
must find a common denomina- 

tor, because translation of foreign 
currencies means but little. If 
we say that 5 per cent of butter, 
and 95 per cent of flour form 
the basis of that useful mixture 
called “bread and butter” then 
the weekly earnings in each 
country would buy at retail: in 
those countries the following to- 
tal of this useful compound. 
Please note these figures care- 
fully:

Of course the American em- 
ploye does not use his higher 
income _ to buy unnecessary 
pounds of bread and butter. He 
uses it to diversify and expand 
his consumption of all things. 
It spells better home, automo- 
biles, radio and a thousand 
things for the family that were 
utterly unknown a_ generation 
ago, and are utterly unknown to 
the average citizen in most coun- 
tries of the world. . Fear of pov- 
erty has been reduced. Fear of 
loss of employment has been 
lessened by Stability. Fear. of 
old age and for the future of the 
family has been lessened througn 
increased payments to the say- 
ings banks and to the insurance 
companies and to our labor ben- 
efit societies. 


Before I discuss the policies 
by which this has been brought 
about let me say that the Re- 
publican administration makes 
no claim to credit which belongs 
to the enterprise, energy and 
character of a great people. Edu- 
Sation, prohibition, invention, 
scientfic discovery, increase in 
Skill in managers, and employes 
have contrbuted to magnificent 
progress. But all of these ef- 
forts would be incomplete and 
the margin of employment would 
have been less had it not been 
for the co-operative actions tak- 
en by the Government. And it 
is this margin of employment 
which makes for the safety or 
the danger of labor. 


The Protective Tariff. 


The first of our policies which 
have given security and expan- 
sion of employment has been the 
enactment of the protective tar- 
iff. The protective tariff has 
been a fundamental policy of 
the Republican party ever since 
the party was founded. Against 
it the Democritic party has 
battled for these same 70 years. 
Two months ago their platform 
hinted that they thought we 
might be right. However, they 
declared for a tariff that would 
maintain effective competition. 
That must mean a tariff which 
will. maintain effective competi- 
tion of foreign against American 
goods. That is not protection. 
That this is the meaning is borne 
Out by references to the Under- 
wood tariff of the last Demo- 
cratic administration as the ideal. 
The re-enactment of that tariff 
would let in a flood of foreign 
goods, destroy employment and 
lower wages and demoralize our 
farmers all over the United 
States. I would suggest that the 
employes of industries in New 
Jersey and the country should 
directly investigate as to what 
would happen to their employ- 
ment with lowered tariffs. 


Restricted Immigration. 


The Republican administra- 
tion imposed restrictions upon 
immigration largely to protect 
the American workman. With 
the bars of immigration down 
the flow of those seeking relief 
from the poverty of Europe 
would create a horde of job 
hunters around every employ- 
ment office and every industrial 
gate in the United States. The 
pressure of this flood would 
break our wages toward § the 
levels of Europe. 

No one places a higher worth 
upon the foreign-born citizen 
than I do. He brings many ele- 
ments of great value in our cul- 
tarial development. We welcome 
his help in building our new 
civilization. The immigration 
laws should be amended to rem- 
edy the hardships to families. 
I have urged before that this be 
done. In my acceptance speech 
[ stated my opposition to any 
increase in immigration. The re- 
striction upon immigration !s a 
boon net only to those of my 
hearers who were born on Amer- 
ican soil, but to those who have 
come from the old countries, for 
everyone would suffer equally by 


the lowering of our wages and ' 
standards of living. 

The enactment of this law was 
opposed on economie grounds. I] 
do not here propose to enter in- 
to the arguments which were 
advanced in perfect good faith 
that production in America 
would shrink because we would 
have too few workers, that the 
cost of living would thus in- 
crease, or that it would destroy 
America’s ability to compete in 
the shipment of her goods into 
foreign markets, I did not agree 
with these arguments. f{ Believe 
that the maintenance of the 
higher standards of living stimu- 
late the development of labor- 
saving devices, increase skil] in 
our workmen, and in our man- 
agers, and that in this way we 
compensate for higher wages. It 
is proving itself so today. We 
are exporting more goods abroad 
than ever:in our history. We 
are gradually lowering the cost 
of living by greater efficiency. 

There is no measure on our 
statute books today that repre- 
sents a more fundamental, sound 
and important step in true prog- 
ress than does the new charter 
of American labor. It is the 
necessary and natural companion 
piece of a protective tariff. In 
the one instance we protect the 
American worker from the goods 
of foreign factories, made under 
their lower standards of living. 
In the other case we prevent the 
excess labor flooding through 
our doors to reduce the Ameri- 
can wage. 

Foreign Trade. 

When at the beginning of the 
Republican administration we 
were determining those meas- 
ures which would restore and in- 
crease employment, one of our 
first decisions was vigorously to 
build up our foreign trade. We 
determined that we must sell 
more products abroad if we 
would have steady and assured 
employment for labor in our in- 
dustries. We realized that we 
must energetically promote the 
sale of our farmers’ surplus 
abroad both in their interest and 
in the interest of labor. By so 
doing we increase the farmers’ 
buying power and in turn his de- 
mand for the products of labor. 

When we came into office we 
were confronted with a total 
disorganization of the . world 
trade due to the war. We had 
been exporting great quantities 
of munitions. This business was 
finished. World trade was de- 
moralized to such an extent that 
the actual movement of com- 
modities between all nations was 
some 20 per cent less than be- 
fore the war. 

We set out upon a definitely 
organized campaign to build up 
the export of the products of 
American labor and of the 
American farm. We reorganized 
the Department of Commerce 
for the promotion of American 
trade abroad on a greater scale 
than had ever been achieved or 
ever attempted by any Govern- 
ment anywhere in the’ world. 
We mobilized our manufactur- 
ers and exporters; co-operated 
with them in laying out and exe- 
cuting strategic plans to expand 
our foreign trade in all direc- 
tions. That this great part 
played by the-Government is no 
hypothetical assertion is amply 
evidenced by the fact that the 
daily applications for assistance 
by exporters to the department 
have steadily increased from 500 
daily in 1922 to an average of 
10,000 a day in 1928. In the 
last year before the war our to- 
tal exports were a little under 
$2,500,000,000. In 1922 the first 
year of the Republican adminis- 
tration they were $3,750,000,000. 
The dollar since the war has not 
been as valuable a dollar as in 
1913. If we make a correction 
so as to estimate them on 4 
quantity. basis we find that our 
exports for 1922 were in_pre- 
war dollars about $2,730,000,000. 
During the year 1927 our ex- 
ports were $4,750,000,000 and ‘f 
for comparison we convert this 
figure to the pre-war value of 
the dollar they were $3,840,000,- 
000. Thus on any calculation our 
exports have increased by over 
$1,000,000,000. during the past 
seven years. This is an increase 
of 41 per cent since 1922 and an 
increase of 58 per cent over pre- 
war. 

Not an Accident. 

I want to clearly show 
what this means. It was not due 
to world recovery. If we make 
a survey of the world’s trade to- 
day, we shall find that the ex- 
port trade cf all u..tries is 
only 10 per cent above prewar, 
while ours is 58 per cent. Also, 
if we make a survey of what has 
happened to the other great 
trading nations, who were en- 
gaged in the war we find that 
their foreign trade for the year 
1927, when it*is similarly ad- 
justed for the depreciation of 
money, shows only a bare re- 
covery to prewar bases. It is ro 
accident which has brought 
about this unique situation in 
the United States. It is not 
chance that. has brought this 
adWied employment for Ameri- 
can workmen, and added mar- 
kets for - American farmers. 
Things like that don’t happen. 

More than 2,000,000 families 
in the United States earn their 
living today producing goods for 
export, and another million fam- 
ilies earn their living in’ the 
manufacture of raw materials 
which we import in exchange for 
our exports. This increase in 
exports has brought a living to 


Now 


500,000 farflies. This means 
more than statistics. It means 
higher standards of living—more 
jobs make more wages. Foreign 
trade is no artificial stimulant 
tu employment. Its development 
is a vital contribution to the wel- 
fare of the American workman 
and the American merchant and 
the American farmer. I propose 
that we shall continue this serv- 
ice to our people. 

Improvement of Agriculture. 

One of the large opportunities 
for the further improvement of 
labor lies in the further improve- 
ment of agriculture. Some of its 
most important branches have 
lagged behind industry in its ad- 
vance since the war. This is not 
an occasion to enter upon that 
question but by sympathetic pol- 
icies we should materially fur- 
ther increase the farmers’ buy- 
ing power and thus add to the 
security of employment in the 
industries. This becomes one of 
our first duties in common in- 
terest. 

American labor hag been the 
first labor body in the world 
that has had the intelligence 
and courage to realize and ex- 
press the fact that increased 
wages and salaries must in the 
long run be based upon a shar- 
ing of labor in the savings: made 
through industrial and commer- 
cial efficiency. Within the past 
few months British labor has 
followed this lead of American 
labor. That is, if we are able 
by labor-saving machinery and 
reduction of the wastes in indus- 
try to decrease the cost of pro- 
duction of an article, we know 
by long experience thata train 


'of consequences of the highest 


importance follow. Wages in 
that industry will rise, prices de- 
crease, consumption increase at 
home and in our foreign mar- 
kets, the demand for labor is en- 
larged and our standards of.liv- 
ing improve. The ancient bitter 
opposition to improved methods 
On the ancient theory that it 
more than temporarily deprives 
men of employment which is still 
maintained in some parts of the 
world has no place if the gospel 
of American progress. 


Elimination of Waste. 

Eight years ago I caused a na- 
tion-wide investigation to be un- 
dertaken of the whole subject. 
I felt that it was in the interest 
of our country to know what op- 
portunities we had to improve 
our methods. It developed that 
there were great  oportunities 
for increased efficiency in our 
whole industrial machine. We 
have the highest ingenuity and 
efficiency, in the operation of 
our individual] industries, of any 
nation. Yet there were great 
wastes which were not the faut 
of individuals, employers or em- 
ployes. These wastes were due 
to seasonal unemployment and 
to unemployment during depres- 
sions; to speculation and over- 
production during booms; to la- 
bor tugnover and labor conflicts; 
to intermittent failure of trans- 
portation, of supplies, of fuel, of 
power and credit to synchronize 
with demand; to lack of simplifi- 
cation and _  standarizetion in 
many of our commonly used- 
commodities: tg losses in our- 
processes and materials and 
scores of. other directions. They 
all combined to represent a huge 
deduction from the goods and 
services and employment we 
might all enjoy if we could but 
eliminate these wastes. 

We adopted a new policy in 
government. That was that the 
Secretary of Commerce should 
co-operate with industry in or- 
ganization against such waste, 
not by law or regulation, but by 
purely voluntary action in which 
the joint service of the associa- 
tions representing the managers 
ofa given industry, its employes, 
its distributors and its consum- 
ers were all enlisted in*a com- 
mon purpose. We have _ had 
magnificent co-operation from 
the leaders and the employes of 
American business. I will not 
take your time to recite the lit- 
erally thousands of co-operative 
actions undertaken and carried 
through with beneficent results, 
but I will give an illustration. 

Aid to Building Industries. 

From ‘time immemorial the 
building industry has been a sea- 
sonal business. It was idle a 
large part of the winter. The 

sfirst conference upon reducing 
its seasonal character was called 
under my chairmanship in 1923. 
It was: participated in by manu- 
facturers of building material, by 
contractors, by engineers, by real 
estate men, by representatives of 
the employes: An exhaustive ex- 
amination by this body resulted 
in the conclusion that the aver- 
age seasonal unemployment in 
the building trades was about 
100 days out of the year. A num- 
ber of specific remedies were in- 
itiated by organized co-operation 
in different centers. By this co- 
operative action and by improved 
methods the average days of un- 
employment have been decreased 
by nearly one-half. 

There has been no decrease in 
daily wages. In fact there has 
been increase in wages, but far 
more important, the annual in- 
come of workers in the building 
trades has been substiantially in- 
creased. by the decrease in idle 
days. It hos enabled us to in- 
crease the total annual volume 
of building with the same com- 
plesgnent of labor and equipment. 
It has decreased the unit cost 
of building and contributed to 
the expansion of building gener- 


Nor are the benefits con - 
fined to the construction indus- 
tries. They give greater stability 
to all the manufacturers of build- 
material and to transportation. 
Harnessing Business Cycles. 
As another instance of an ac- 
tion of fundamental importance 
to labor [I might mention the or- 
ganization of measures in the 
Government to mitigate the vio- 
lence of the so-called business 
cycle. That is the recurrent pe- 
riods of boom and false hope, 
waste and extravagance followed 
by hard times with their hideous 
unemployment, decreasing wages, 
bankruptcy in business and ruin- 
ous prices to the farmer. These 
booms and slumps have occurred 
periodically for 75 years, al- 
though less than half as often 
under Republican as under Dem- 
ocratic administrations. The great 
unemployment period of 1921 
was the direct result of war in- 


ally. 


_ flation and the boom of 1920. 


No one has suffrecd more from 
these movements than our salary 
and wage earners. 

Time forbids a discussion of 
the intricate problems involved 
or the remedies which we have 
inaugurated. They include bette) 
organization of credit. advance 
information as to d and for in- 
dustrial products. as to volum. 
of their producti .. as to the use 
of public: construction in slack 
times and many other. methods. 
As a result of co-operation with 
industry and banking and public 
offi~’ we have greatly -aifti- 
gated this most dangerous of all 
disasters to our bread winhers 
The proof Hes in the fact that 
we have had a far longer period 
of stability in industry and com- 
merce and the far greater secur- 
ity of employment than ever be- 
fore in our history. 

Public Works. 


In my speech of acceptance I 
outlined our national programs 
of prospective public works, in- 
cluding the development of wa- 
ter resources, public roads and 
the construction of public build- 
ings. In that speech I pointed 
out that these projects would 
require upwards of $1,000,000,- 
000 within the next four years. 
I there recommended that, so 
far as practicable, this work 
should be carried on in such a 
way as to take up the slack of 
occasional unemployment. While 
the judicious arrangement of 
Government construction work 
can aid in wiping out the unem- 
ployment caused by seasonal va- 
riations in business activity, the 
Federal Government can do 
more. The Department of Labor 
should be authorized to under- 
take the collection of regular 
statistics upon seasonal and oth- 
em unemployment. We must 
have this fundamental informa- 
tion for further attack upon this 
problem, from the further solu- 
tion of which’ will come. still 
to recite to you the extraordi- 
greater stability and prosperity 
in the world of employer and 
employe. 

We have gained enormously in 
efficiency in our whole economic 
machinery in the past seven 
years. I cannot take the time 
nary evidence of this. I hesitate 
to express it statistically lest I 
appear to exaggerate. Taken as 
a whole we have swelled our 
production on a quantity basis 
by nearly 30 per cent. . Parallel 


with it wages have risen and the 
prices of menufactured goods 
have fallen. 

Machinery and Employment. 


I have heard voices raised in 
protest that the effect of these 
activities is to destroy employ- 
ment. This is a re-echo of a 
century ago. As a matter of 
fact. we have gone through an 
extraordinary industrial revolu- | 
tion in seven’ years and we do 
not find any such unemployment 
as would be implied by these 
protests. There are@ individual 
cases of unemployment in these 
shifts but wise policies and co- 
Operation with industry have | 
rendered them but momentary. 
The reasons why no dangers ile 
in store are simple enough. As 
we transfer the burden from the4 
back of men to machines we ine 


We increase their buying power, 
We create a demand for new 
commodities and new services, 
By the energies and capital 
which we have released through 
increased efficiency of the older 
industries we have been able to 
expand other industries, and te 
create new ones to further em- 
ployment, and to supply new 
additions to the comfort of ev- 
ery home. 


From these and other causes 
we sce a great expansion in the 
automobile industry, in tele- 
phones and electric light. In 
seven years we have seen the ra- 
dio industry emerge fiom a few 
hundred thousand to hundreds 
of millions in its product. We 
have seen the airplane industry 
develop from almost nothing 
Seven years ago, to a most po- 
tent industry today. Due to in- 
creased efficiency hundreds of 
thousands of men and women 
have been transferred from the 


ance and banking to take care 
of enlarged savings, other hun- 
dreds of thousands have been 
transferred to our filling sta- 
tions, our garages, otr hotels 
and our restaurants. 

We have in this period seen a 
half million families find occu- 
\ Pation in increased export of 
goods, and, above all, we have 
seen an increase of nearly two 
million youths taken largely from 
the potential ranks of labor and 
placed in institutions of educa- 
tion. This is proof of real 
progress. It is the road to fur- 
ther progress. It is the road to 
abolition of poverty. 


Collective Bargaining. 


I have already stated-the po- 
sition of the Republican party 
in positive support of free col- 
lective bargaining. I have stated 
that it is necessary to impose 
restrictions on the excessive use 
of injunctions. It is my desire 
and the desire of every good 
citizen to ameliorate the cause 
of industrial conflict, to bulld 
toward that true co-operation 
which must be the foundation of 
common action for the common 
welfare. The first requisite to less 
conflict is full employment. By 
full employment we are steadily 
reducing conflict and loss. 

The whole relationship be-— 
tween employer and employe has 
shown great improvement in 
these past seven years. During

Both have joined 
in repelling socialism, and other 
subversive movements. 
Settlement of Disputes. 

He would be a rash man wh¢ 
would state that we are finall) 
entering the industrial milleni- 
um, but there is a great ray of 
hope that America is finding 
herself on the road to a solution 
of the greatest of all her prob 
lems. That problem is to adjust 
our economic system to our so0- 
cial ideals. We are making 
progress towards social peace 
and contentment with the pres- 
ervation of private industry, of 
initiative, and full development 
of the individual. Working out 
of this ideal cannot be attained 
by compulsory settlement of em- 
ploye and employer conflicts by 
the hand of the Government. It 
cannot be attained by placing 
the Government in business and 
reducing our people to bureau- 
cracies. 

It is idle to argue that there 
are no longer any conflicts of 
interest between employe and 
employer. But there are wide 
areas of activity in which their 
interest should coincide, and it 
is the part of statesmanship to 
organize and increase this iden, 
tity of interest in order to limit 
the area of conflict. Conflict 
diminishes and common purpose 
flourishes only in prosperity and 
in an encouraging atmosphere of 
sound governmental policies. 

At such a time as this a 
change in national policies in- 
volves not—as some may lightly 
think—only a choice between 
Gifferent roads by either of 
which we may go forward, but a 
question also as to whether we 
may not be taking the wrong 
road and moving backward. The 
measure of our national prosper- 
ity, of our stability, of our hope 
of further progress at this time, 
is the measure of what we may 
risk through a change in pres- 


a 


ony policies. More than once in 
our national history a change in 


policies in a time of advance- 
ment has been quickly followed 
by a turn toward disaster. 

Our economic system has 
abuses; it has grave faults in its 
operation. But we can build to- 
ward perfection only upon a 
foundation of prosperity. Pov- 
erty is not the cause of prog- 
ress. Enduring national _— life 
cannot be builded upon the bowed 
and sweating backs of oppressed 
and embittered men and women. 
It must be uplifted ang upheld 
by the willing and eager hands 
of the whole people. They will 
uphold it if our economic life be 
built for the whole people, not 
for any special group. 

Quality of Leadership. 

To assure this sort of progress 

our first necessity is to assure 


leadership. It requires that we 
secure into its ranks all of the 
intelligence and character of our 
race—that it be - sympathetic 
with the life and aims of the 
whole of our 23,000,000 homes. 
At no time have we had more 
able leaders in economic life 
than today. At no time have we 
been more certain that the fiber 
and intelligence of our people 
furnishes a vast reservoir of 
such leadership adequate to the 
| future. But able administrators. 
| skilled workers, professional] and 
moral leaders cannot be nade 
by birth or money. They cannot 
be selected by divine right or 
through bureaucracy. Nor can 
their ranks be filled from a lim- 
ited class. Our leadership can 
be found and it will be sym- 
pathetic to our ideals if we main- 
tain the decency and dignity of 
family life through a_ stable 
economic: system: if we main- 
tain free and universal education 
and thus provide them the open 
Stair to leadership: if we main- 


tain for every individual an 
equality of opportunity to at- 
tain that position in the com- 


munity to which his character 
and his ability entitle him. Then 
our supply of leadership will 
Stream forward of its own im- 
Pulse. It is in this insistence 
upon an equal chance. and a free 
road to rise im leadership that 
Our great American experiment 
has departed from those of his- 
tory. tis our sure guarantee of 
the future. In its vast possibili- 
ties is the hope of every mother 
for her boys and her girls. 
Under such leadership replen- 
ished constantly from the great 
mass of our people we can as-« 
pire to a democracy which will 
express a common purpose for 
the common good. We can build 
a civilization where national 
conscience is alert to protect the 
rights of all, curtail selfish 
economic power, and hold to the 
ideal of distributed contentment 
among the whole people. |
